Justica of a uniform iuiperial tax, we ure 
constrained to do so most strongly on the 
ground of expediency, A tax that might 
be.a convenient way: of raising mouey in 
one Colony might be fital to Yhe prosperity of 
another, Tonnage dues, for instance, might 
be comparatively, noobjectionvblo at a tar. 
tinal port whore there was'no transit trade to 
be considered, hntat: ports of call sach as those 
.of Hongkong und the Straits Settlements, 
which are deyendent alinost ‘entirely —more 
so ‘in’ Houghong than in the Straits—on 
their shipping trade, our policy ought to be 
by.all means to attract shipping, and to tax 
it-is cartainly ‘uot caleulated to luvs that 
effect. Adwmitting that it is reasonable the 
colonies should contribute to tlie cost of im- 
‘perial defence, thay ought to be allowed to 
raise the amount of the contribution in the 
manner most convenient to themyolves. On 
what basis the amount oupht to be fixed is 
a point. which still requires threstiing oat, 
but. whatever ‘thot basis may be we cer. 
tainly do not want.the Imperial Govorn- 
Inent to tell us how wo are bo taisa the 
sum required. Tho Penang Gaselte quotes 
Mr. Srean’s, suggestion, that navy dues of 
say 2 per ‘cent. should bo levied in the ports 
of the Empire on all goods entering fr in 
ontside the Empire. Apart from the objec- 
tion to the latter ‘proposil.on: the ground of 
its infringement of free trade principles, 
both ‘it and the tonuage dues’ scheme are 
open to the objection that they might possi. 
bly result in the colonies having’ to pay-a 
sum considerably in oxeess of that which the 
home Government are conlent to demand 
under existing conditions... It ie quite opor 
either to the Straits Settlomonts or Hongkong 


revenue if they think it expedient, For our 
own part we think it altogether inexpedient, 
and it would be doubly inexpedient to give 
the taxation an imperial instead of ‘a local 
character.

valuablo to Groat Britain only go long as Great 
Britain has supreniacy at soa, He did not take 
our view of the military contribution, bat neither 
did he take the narrow, upimporial view which 
bas foutd favour with Lord Knutsford and hiscol- 
leagues. If we judge tho spirit of his speech 
aright, Bir John’ Colowb would bavo imporial 
taxation for imporial dafeace. But how is im. 
perial taxation ‘to be obtained ? - How isan im- 
perial fax to bs levied? . How oan imperial
